Officlal sources in Jerusalem yes- 
terday condemned the 10-year-sen- 
tence passed by a Soviet court on 
Wednesday on Isak Shkolnik, a 36- 
year-old Ukrainian Jew, far “trea- 
son and spying for Israel.” 

The sources sald thet the fact 
that Shkolnik was first accused of 
spying for Britain, and only later 
for Israel, proved the trimped-up 
nature of the charges. 

Mr. Shkoinik, a fitter from Vin- 
nitsia in the Ukraine, was arrested 
last July on suspicion of defaming 
the Soviet Union. Later he was 
charged with passing scientific docu- 
ments to engineers of an unnamed 
British company in 1968. The charge 
was changed again — with Israel 
xeplacing Britain as the country 
for which Shkoloik allegedly spied. 

The official ‘sources in Jerusalem 
‘said it was difficult to see what pos- 
sible information of intelligence va- 
lue Shkolnik could have come ac- 
ross in the remote Ukrainian village 
where he lived. 

Jewish sources in Moscow said on 
‘Wednesday that Shkolnik had main- 
tained hie innocence during months 
of interrogation. He finally pleaded 
guilty at the advice of his lawyer, 
who feared he would otherwise be 
sentenced to death. 

Some 40 witnesses testified in the 
trial, which was held in camera. 

The Soviet official news agency 
Novosti said on Wednesday that 
Shkolnik had admitted gathering 
information on the location of So- 
viet defence installations, military 
units, military equipment plants, 
and technical descriptions of mili- 
tary equipment, including tanks and 
planes. 


According to the Moscow Jewish 
sources the prosecution did not pro- 
duce one shred of concrete evidence 
telling the court that Shiolnik had 
recorded the information “in his 
head.” 

Ten years is the minimum sen- 
tence under the article of the Sovict 
law covering treason, which includes 
such crimes as esplonage. 


The Novosti news agency made 
an unusual effort to distribute .the 
report of Shkolnik’s trial to western 
eorrespondents. 

_The Moscow sources point out 
that Shkolnik is the first Jew to be 
tried for treason since the first 
Leningrad trial They said they 
feared this augured a change for 
the worse in the official Soviet at- 
tude towards Jews wishing to emi- 
grate. Shkolnik was said to have 
been ready to apply for an exit visa 
when he was arrested. 


Ta another reaction, David Prital, 
secretary of the Public Council for 
Soviet Jewry, said in Tel Aviv yes- 
terday that the trial had again ex- 
posed the “two-faced” Soviet policy: 
on the one hand, declarations to the 
West of a more liberalized emigra- 
tion policy, and on the other a ter- 
ror campaign against the Jews.

At one stage in the procession, 
several youths ripped down a huge 
portrait of Prime Minister Saeb Sa- 
lam, who resigned after the Israel 
raid on Tuesday, and trampled on 
it shouting: “Down «with the co- 
wards.” 

Earlier, at the funeral service for 
Nasser, the Rev. George Khoder of 
the Protestant Evangelical church 
sald in a eulogy, ‘You were a le- 
gend in the land of Palestine.”

FTSR all the brouhaha sur- 
rounding LAST TANGO IN 
PARIS, we can now see Bernardo 
Bertolucei's controversial produc- 
tion at the Studlo Cinema in Tel 
Aviv and judge for ourselves. 
Pornography may be in the eye 
of the beholder, but those who go 
to this film expecting a daring sex- 
orgy will probably come away dis- 
appointed. ‘True, the relationship 
behween Paul (Marlon Brando), a 
middle-aged American living in 
Paris, and baby-faced 20-year-old 
Jeanne (Maria Schneider), is based 
purely on sex and there is no lack 
of intimate scenes. But, in spite of 
its frankness and perversions, the 
eroticism is always elegant, and 
never lewd in the fashion of some 
unashamedly sensational ‘“biue” 
movies, in which sex is an end in 
itself. 
And by mo means all the film 
takes piece in the decaying, empty 
flat, where the ill-matched couple 
meet ragularly for three days, with- 
out ever knowing each other's 
names; Paul ingists on such 
secrecy, declaiming that ‘“every- 
thing outside this place is bullshit.” 
We also see the background of 
their separate lives. Paul, whose 
wife has just committed suicide, ts 
@ sort of “lost-generation” rebel, a 
former boxer and actor from 
America's midwest. who once 80- 
journed in Tahiti — some of this 
seems to have associations with 
Brando's own Mfe story. In Paris, 
he had been kept by his wife, who 
ran a sleazy hotel with his help. 
One of the best scenes is the al- 
most comical one in which he and 
his dead- wife's lover (Massimo 
Girotti) chat together in the latter's 
room there, both men wearing ident- 
ical dressing-gowns given them by 
the woman whose favours they 
shared. . 
Reminder of ‘Streetcar’ 
Jeanne ig a free-spirited, worldly 
bohemian, stil] looking for new ex- 
periences, the daughter of a colonel 
and the product of that very bour- 
geols background for which Paul 
has such contempt, and against 
which he is continually ranting 
throughout the two-hour film. She 
is also about to be married to a 
young television director (Jean- 
Pierre Leaud, of Truffaut's ‘Four 
Hundred Blows” trilogy). who is 
engaged in shooting a film about 
her — Bertolucci was said to be 
satirizing himself here.

Brando, often reminding us of his 
Stanley Kowalski in the 1951 movie, 
“A Streetcar Named Desire,” is in- 
tensely moving as the tragic hero 
(this is Brando's 27th film, and 
follows his Oscar-winning perform~ 
ance jin “The Godfatber”). 
Marla Schneider makes a dazzHng 
screen debut opposite him, She 
makes Jeanne into an intriguing 
mixture of innocence and hard- 
headedness, sex-kitten and Hberated 
woman. 

The script, for which Bertolucci 
was partly responsible, is in English 
and French, and the 31-year-old 
Italian director has succeeded bril- 
Hantly in getting Paul and Jeanne to 
switch from one language to another 
with complete naturalness. He has 
also turned out a work of lyrical 
beauty, with photographer Vittorio 
Storaro's camera bathing their 
trysting place in orange and pink 
colours to create the slightly unreal 
atmosphere existing there. Equally 
striking, is Gato Barbleri's wonder- 
fully evocative music, with its plain- 
tive saxophone solos. 

All told, “Last Tango in Paris” 
is a superlative piece of adult cine- 
ma, which is being rightly hailed 
as a landmark in the art of the 
film.
